TROOPS AT RIGA REVOLT 


Arc Shelling the City, Which is Said 
To Bo in Flames. 
Berlin, Dec. 19.—^A dispatch to the 
Lokal Anzeiger from Eydtkuhnen says 
that the conductor of a morning train 
from St. Petersburg asserts the troopa 
at Riga have joined in the revolt, and 
that the town is being shelled and ie 
burnijig. Between SI. Petersburg and 
Wilballen the flames, according to the 
conductor, could be seen from several 
places, and were often reflected by the 
•ivy. 
A dispatch to the Lokal Anzeigei 
from Kot-nigsberg, Prussia, says: 
‘^During tue street fighting at Mitau, 
the capital of Couriand, 3u0 persona 
were killed. 
'*At Lennewarden, in southern Li- 
yonia, the revolutionistii liberated all 
the prisoners and shot Assistant Dis­ 
trict Governor Petersen and M. Maxi* 
mowitch, his secretary, and t]hrew 
their bodies into the river.*' 
Over 400 refugees from Libau and 
Mitau have arrived. The regular train 
from St. Petersburg brought about 200 
refugees, many of them w'omen and 
children. 
The waiting rooms here are over­ 
crowded. The further movement west 
of all the refugee* is impossible at the 
present. 
The refugees rei>ort that brutalities 
of the most frlghUul description have 
been committed in the Baltic region.

say that at Llbau, Riga and

groat measure owned by him, have 
suspended operations. 
Their 
affairs 
will Ite liquidated as rapidly as possi­ 
ble and they will go out of business. 
Mr. Walsh, who was tho president 
of the Chicago National Bank and of 
the Equitable Trust company, and all 
the other officers and all the directors 
of the Chicago National Bank have re­ 
sid e d . National Bank Eaminor C. H. 
■ Roworth has succeeded Mr. Walsh as 
the head of the Chicago National Bank, 
and tho places, of the directors have 
b^'^en filled by men appointed by the 
Chiciigo Clearing House. 
Back of tho new management stand 
the allied 
banks of Chicago, which 
havo 
pledged their 
resources that 
every depositor shall bo paid to the 
last cent, and that no customer of any 
one of the throe institutions shall lose 
anything by reason of the suspension. 
This 
action 
prevented a disastrous 
financial panic. 
Thp immediate cause of the collapse 
of the institutions controlled by Mr. 
Walsh is raid to be the large amount 
of money which they have lent to 
vavlou.s private enterprises of his, no­ 
tably the Southern Indiana railway and 
the rtedford Quarries company, of In- 
dianá. 
Mr. Walsh says that if he 
could have had a little more time and 
been left untrammeled in his oper­ 
ations he could have saved his banks 
and mado enormous profits for himself 
aTid his associates. He bases this state- 
inent on his estimate of the value of

The liabilities of the three institu­

•«d a field with a cluster of houses 
beyond, and breaking surf on a distant 
sea beach; it was down in Martinique. 
A couple of men stood talking in tho 
field close by, and I could see some of 
the village houses in the space be­ 
tween their standing figures. 
I was asked to examine this also 
through tho stereoscope. 
It seemed 
to me hardly necessary, after the in­ 
spection I had already given the twin 
photographs; however, I put the card 
In 
the rack 
and placed 
my head 
against the hood of the insti’ument. 
Here I was astonished again, I was 
no longer looking at a photograph—1 
was seeing out into actual space, into 
an actual place, and, moreover, this 
place Avas startlingly different from 
jwhat I Jiad supposed ^rhen I looked 
At the fiat photograph without any 
instrument! 
Instead of looking from 
the side of a field, I found I was on a 
high bluff, dropping abruptly perhaps 
five hundred feet Just beyond the two 
men. The houses that I had supposed 
to stand at the farther side of the 
field showed up as they really were, 
at least half a mile distant over at the 
other side of a ravine. I couldn’t be­ 
lieve my eyes at first. Then I asked: 
“ What causes this effect of being

around?’' 
“In the few minutes we have, there 
would not be time to explain fully," 
was the answer, ‘’but the possibility of 
these effects of reality depends first 
6f all on the principle of two-eye see­ 
ing as distinguished from one-eye see­ 
ing. 
You must begin with this prin­ 
ciple If you are to understand this 
travel system. Most people never stop 
to tiSlnk why tbey have two eye#. If

figure five or six feet tall at the dis­ 
tance of the real man from tho opera­ 
tor’s camera. 
“Thus you see,” my Informant con­ 
tinued, “the two small 
prints 
3x3 
inches In size and about six inches in 
front of tho eyes in the stereoscope 
serve exactly as two windows through 
which we look and beyond which we 
see the object or place standing out as 
large as the original object or place 
would appear to the eyes of one stand­ 
ing where the camera stood. Tiemark- 
able as these statements may scorn, 
when thoughtfully considered, still 
they 
are 
absolutely true, based on 
scientific facts which may bo found 
explained in any reliable treatise on 
binocular visioh.” 
I sat back and wondered. It seemed 
hard to realize that, in the stereoscope, 
•I could see in their natural size parts 
of countries, cities and towns all over 
the earth. 
“But,” he went on. “we now come to 
a far more remarkable fact. Psycho­ 
logists are saying that if we look at 
these life-size scenes in the right way, 
namely, If while looking we have 
some means of knowing definitely 
where on the earth’s surface we are 
standing, in just what direction and 
over what territory we are looking, 
and if we take time to think of our sur­ 
roundings there, then we can gain a 
distinct sense or experience of location 
in that place, or what they call »genu­ 
ine experiences of travel. 
Of course, 
you would hot be likely to believe this 
at once, but reserve 3’our Judgment for 
a few minutes. When you are stand­ 
ing bodily in somt* previously unfamil­ 
iar place you have always a more or 
less vivid consciousness of the dis­ 
tances you have traversed to get thero 
from somewhere else; the feeling of re­ 
moval from other places forms a sort 
of background for j^our realization of 
any particular place where you are at 
the time... Now, to a certain extent, 
you feel you are there in merely get­ 
ting your outlook through the stereo­ 
scope. but such a sight of itself does 
not localize you with sutliclent exact­ 
ness to correspond satisfactorily Avith 
the experience of bodily travel. 
You 
need to ‘sense’ your location more viv­ 
idly. To make this possible a new map 
system has been devised and patented 
—an entirely new system.” 
Then he proceeded to show me a 
most ingenious map system of which 
I had never before heard. Like many 
another bright idea it is essentially so 
simple one wonders why it had not 
been devised before. 
He showed me 
several of the patent maps. All were 
in the first place excellent, clear maps 
of the ordinary sort, but a clever de­ 
vice of conspicuous red lines showed 
just where a perspn was to stand, in 
whatever vicinity it might be, in what 
direction he was to face and just how 
much territory in a town, a house in­ 
terior or a stretch of open country ho 
was to include in his outlook from that 
particular point. 
“But what are educators saying about 
this?” I aske^l. 
“Much,” was the re­ 
ply. 
“Here ia what a professor of 
ps3'chology in New York University, 
Professor Lough, says: 
“ ‘Th'O essential thing for us is not 
that we have the actual physical place 
or object before us, as a tourist does, 
rather than a picture, but that we have 
some at least of the same facts of con- 
sclousness. ideas and emotions, in the 
presence of the picture, that the tourist 
gains in the presence of the scene. 
This is entirely x^ossible in the stereo­ 
scope.’ 
“But,’* he added, “we do not claim 
that even these experiences can be got­ 
ten unless tho stereographs are used 
with certain helps and in the right 
spirit. 
(Speaking in a general way 
this means we must treat the place 
seen in the stereoscope as we would 
treat the place itself in actual travel), 
“To supply this need books are being 
prepared by people of wide travel and 
broad culture to accompany the stereo- 
graphed scenes of a city or country.” 
Then I was shown guide books by 
such men as Jesse Lyman Hurlbut, D, 
D., on Palestine; Dr. D. J, Ellison and 
Professor James C, Egbert, Jr., of Co­ 
lumbia University, on Italy; Professor 
James H. Breasted, of Chicago Univer­ 
sity, on Egypt; Professor James llical* 
ton, the veteran traveler, on China; 
George Kennan, the famous journalist 
and lecturer, on Martinique. In thess 
books 
the 
authors or guides make 
their comments on the dltferent places 
seen through the stereoscope in the 
same, natural order that they would 
treat them during an actual journey. 
They point out the objects of interest 
in each place and give some of the his­ 
tory connected with it. 
Each strives 
to answer the very questions a new­ 
comer would be likely to ask when on 
the ground. There are many ingenious 
and 
scientifically 
helpful 
methodi 
worked out by these writers that 1 
must leave unnoticed here. 
“You see,” concluded my informant, 
“this is no sleight of hand scheme or 
magical performance. 
This 
travel 
system ia worked out in accordance 
with well established though not gen­ 
erally known laws of the mind. 
If 
the right methods are observed it ii 
now being recognized that genuine ex­ 
periences of travel may be gained in 
one’s home.”

She knows so­ 
ciety, and can bear with composure the 
objections to her well-ordered rule, 
^he knows boys, and she can smile over 
tho patriotic uproar that followed her 
removal of some old mahogany fnnn 
her sons’ bedrooms and the substitu­ 
tion of iron and- oak; yet she must 
have b.een a trifio amazed at first to 
discover that her v/ise provision for 
the saving of national furnitiu’o should 
be regarded as the vandalism of a per­ 
son with no feeling for antiques.

This was the sight that met tho gaze 
of Herman Chapin when he reached 
the bank in Fairbanks, Alaska, whore 
the yellow dust was awaiting ship- 
raent to the essay ottlce to be melted 
into bricks, but not the sort usually 
manipulated hy the “bunco man.'* 
Mr. Chapin is Vice-President of the 
Seattle National Bank and accustomed 
to the sight of wealth, but the view he 
had of the $5.000,000 in dust took away 
his breath. He was touring in the 
north through the last six weeks and 
visited the two-year-old 
camp. 
Mr. 
Chapin, speaking of his visit» said: 
“I made the trip i)artly for pleas­ 
ure and partly for a sense of duty, 
for we in Seattle have profiled so much 
from this northern country that it 
seemed the least some of us could do 
was to go and look at i t 
I traveled 
something more than OiHK) miles, and 
without the least discomfort. 
*^()ne is imprcssiKl with the vaslness 
of the Alaskan Territory. From Skag- 
way to Nome is a distance, including 
the trip up the Tanana to Fairbanks, 
of iriOO miles, almost all of which is 
a broad, navigable river. Only a few 
thousand people do the business of this 
immense stretch of country. 
If. with 
its present development, this country 
has proved such a valuable tributary 
to Seattle, it is not dlflicult to look into 
the future as the country develops 
and see one cause at least for the real­ 
izing of some of our Seattle ambitions. 
*‘The trade, though, is one that can­ 
not be held unless it Is properly cared 
for. It is too valuable, and the peoi)le 
there are too sensible to give their 
traup anywhere except where they get 
value received. 
The people you meet 
impress you as hardy, energetic men. 
who have all the health and energy 
typical of the northern climate. 
‘•They told me that the towns vrere 
qnlet. but if so I am sure that the trib­ 
utary country was busy. People liave 
learned a groat tleal since 
the

Klondyke I’usb. 
“The dance-hall element Is much less 
Jn evidence than formerly. Now there 
are a good many men with moderate 
sized stakes.-and instead of scatter­ 
ing iheir money to the four winds on 
a barroom fioor they keep it and are 
on the lookout for other mining ven­ 
tures. 
“This condition has helped the Fair­ 
banks district materially, for men with 
means and experience have flocked in, 
and Instead of having to learn by ex­ 
perience, as was the case at Da\v.son. 
they started to work with experience 
at their finger-tips.

Ger- 
many, describes tbnt city 
In a report as perhaps tlie 
most extreme example of 
municipal ownership on 
Continent. 


Freiburg is a city of about 70,000 in- 
habitants. 


The city railroads, the gas, electric 
light, water, theatre, slaughter-house, 
pawnshop, savinsrs bank, schools, cem- 
etery. etc., even buildings lots, forests 
and. vineyards, and a daily newspaper, 
are all controlled by the city. 


The garbage is disposed of by the 
city. 
The receipts in this department 
for 1904 amounted to ?12,744. The ex- 
penses for managament were $i)400. 
There were other exjienses for new 
purchases, repairs, extra horses and 
help, but this department turned over 
to the city treasury $517. 


The receipts for the poor amounted 
to ?5S,008, including charity 
funds. 
The disbursements amounted to $57,- 
044. leaving a surplus of S9(>4. . 


The total receipts from electricity 
were i?8o.4r>l; disbursements, §82,00^; 
surplus, i^3478. 


For illuminating gas the total re- 
ceipts were §302,000 and the disburse- 
ments §298,428. 


The jceuK^tery is owneJ, by the city. 
Funeral processions take place only 
at the cemetery. 
Receipts, $33,849, of 
which $13,440 was turned over to the 
city treasury in 1004. 


The receipts from city Invalid insur- 
ance are mainly derived from the tax 
of §11.52 per year for every servant in 
a family. This amounted for the year 
In Freiburg alone to §14,932. 
The tax 
Is collectcd by imperial law^ in the 
•whole German Empire. 
In case of 
sickness the help are attended free; in- 
case of necessity they are treated free 
at the lK)spitals. 


Receipts of the municipal pawnshop 
were §o0,r>l6; expenditures, 
§30,295; 


surplus, $221. 


Buildings owned by the city 
are 
rented by the military administration. 
The payment into the city 
treasury 
from these buildings amounted to §U5,- 
892. 


The city orchestra plays r.t operas 
and plays four or five times each Aveek 
for seven months of the year. 
From 
May to September concerts are given 
at the city park. 
At the opera house 
the regular price of admission varies 
from nine and a half cents to eighty- 
three cents, with a reduction for sea- 
son tickets. 
At the summer concert 
admission varies from seven to four- 
teen and a half cents (Sunday after- 
noon free). 
The orchestra in winter 
gives six symphonic concerts.

surplus amounted to $288, the

penditures having been §23,480 (salary 
of first conductor, $1190; second con- 
ductor. $714; one concert master. §500;

NEW YORK NOT A 
COMPLETED CITY. 


Mechanically the Most Wonderiu 
Town in the World, But Cincinnali 
Observer Seos Probiems Head. 


Probably no city in the world just 
now isv making such progress as New 
York. 
The metropolis of the Western 
world has long been a great city. With 
all of its greatness, it has been and 
still is more or less crude. 
Notwith- 
standing its maunificont buildings and 
its teeming, busy population, tho New 
York of the past two decades has al- 
most invariably impressed the thought- 
ful visitor as a city in process of con- 
struction. 
The nucleus of tho great 
city was there, but tho constant rush 
of building, of tunnel and bridge con- 
sti'uction. has made it apparent that 
the even moderately completed 
city 
was still a dream of the future. 


Of course all great cities arc con- 
stantly changing to a greater or lt?ss 
degree. On this account no placo where 
men reside in great numbers—save a 
city of the dead—can really be regard- 
ed as a completed 
work. 
As 
com- 
partxl with Now Yoi'k, however, Lon- 
don, Paris or Vienna 
seems 
amply 
rounded out aud tinished. They change 
a little. 
Now York 
is 
constantly 
changing a great deal. 


Just 
now 
Now 
York 
is 
pnssinii 
through the gi'eatost period of mechan- 
ical development in her history. 
The 
man who visits 
th® 
metropolis 
five 
years from now, after an absence of a 
decade, will 
scarcely 
recognize 
the 
place. The recently finished Subway is 
tc prove merely the first step in a vast 
system of underground railroads which 
will stretch like a web under the great 
city. 
Two or more tunnels will carry 
passengers under 
the 
North 
River 
Others "will do the same service for 
travelers between Manhattan 
Island 
and Brooklyn. 
With all this tunnel 
M'ork, and w^ith the new electric subur- 
ban service which most of the railroads 
running out of New^ York are soon tc 
establish, it w^ill not be long before it 
will be possible for the workers of 
New York to live in homes purchased 
at a reasonable figure twenty or thirty 
miles in the country, and still carry on 
their occupations in the city, with nc 
more time spent on the cars than the 
Inhabitant of Harlem has devoted to 
the same purpose in the recent past. 


Mechanically New York is already 
the most wonderful town in the world. 
It still has problems of politics and art 
ratlier more 
formidable 
than 
those 
which confront the capitals of the Old 
World. 
Twenty years from now there 
wall still be plenty of work requirin? 
courage and skill ahead of the people 
of New York. 
Probably the problems 
of the future will be far more subtle 
and hard to solve than the mechani- 
cal problems in which New Y'orkers are 
so much interested to-day. 
All of hex 
tunnels and her bridges and her parki^ 
will not profit the 
greatest 
city 
in 
America a great deal if her political 
situation grows worse instead of bettei 
while these great feats of finance and 
engineering are being performed. 
Thi 
energy and courage w^ith which the 
people of New York are meeting their 
present problems render .iustlfiahle the 
hope and belief that the probiems of 
the future Avill be met as energetically 
and as successfully'' as those of the 
past have been. 


New Y'ork is a remarkable city, wel' 
w^orthy of the study and. in some re- 
spects at least, the admiration of out- 
siders. What will it be a century from 
now? 
The question is ons well worth 
the attention of those who like strenu- 
ous exercise for their imagination.— 
Cincinnati Times-Star.

The tribute levied upon motorists by 
the magistrates of the United Kingdom 
during IfXM reached the enormous sum 
of 
£218.000. 
This 
amount 
averasea 
very nearly £10 per head for every car 


Astonishinar as these figures are, it 
is probable that when tho total of this 
year's fines can be made up it will 
reach well over fniX),000. 


Tho increase this year is due to the 
persistent manner in which the police 
in many parts of the country, and espe- 
cially in the southern counties, have 
pursued their campaign against motor 
cars by means of traps. 


'*The latest form of police trap Is an 
electrical arrangement." says Stenson 
Cooke, Secretary of tho 
Automobile 
Association. 
"A piece of rope is almost 
buried across tho road at the start of a 
measured 
furlong. 
When 
tho car 
touches the rope it starts a timepiece. 
Another rope is laid at tho end of the 
trap, and when tho car touches this it 
stops tho timepiece. 
This is tho most 
just and reliable form of trap, for it 
does not depend for its accuracy upon 
cheap stop -watches and unskilled po- 
lice as timekeepers. 


**By the system of patrols which th^ 
Automobile Association has established 
many of the police traps have been 
completely 
nullified. 
At 
Guildford 
some time ago as much as £105 w^aa 
taken in fines from motorists in one 
day. 
Now that our scouts arc at work 
things are very different. 


**0n two main roads, working two 
days a week, tho patrols exercised the 
necessary restrain on 207 motor cars. 
But for the association's efforts at least 
half of these would have been 
fined. 
We estimate that 
we save £100 a 
week on each road."—Loudon Express. 


Incrcnsü th« Cost of Lítíu«:. 


Tho proposition favored by the al- 
leged reformers who have so viciously 
attacked tho proprietary medicine bus- 
iness Is that all family medicines shall 
be put under the ban of the law, and

To compel every one to throw away 
their home remedies and employ » 
physician for each ailment of every 
member of tho family would be adding 
expense unnecessarily and increasing 
the difficulties that surround the prob- 
lems of life.

Liefokl. of Frpiiiurs, Ger­ 
man j', describes that city 
in a report as pcrliaps tbc 
most extreme example of 
tnunicipal ownership on th(> (’ontincnt. 
Freiburg is a city of abovit 70,000 in­ 
habitants. 
The city railroads, the gas, electric 
light, water, theatre, slaughter-house, 
pawnshop, savinss bank, schools, cem­ 
etery, etc., even buildings lots, forests 
and vineyards, aud a daily newspaper, 
are all controlled by the city. 
The garbage is disposed of by the 
city. The receipts in this department 
for 1904 amounted to 
The ex­ 
penses for managament were $!)400. 
There "U’ere other expenses for new 
purchases, repairs, extra horses aud 
help, but this departmout turned over 
to the city treasury $517. 
The receipts for the poor amounted 
to $OS.008, lacluding charity funds. 
The disbursements amounted to $57,- 
044. leaving a surplus of $9()4. 
The total receipts from electricity 
were !?8o,4r)l: disbursements, $82,00l*: 
surplus, $8478. 
For illuminating gas the total re­ 
ceipts were §302,000 and the disburse­ 
ments $298,428. 
The jceuieterj' is owce.1, by the city. 
Funeral processions take place only 
at the ccmetery. Receipts, $33,849, of 
which $13,440 was turned over to the 
city treasury in 1004. 
The receipts from city Invalid insur­ 
ance are mainly derived from the tax 
of $11.52 per year for every servant in 
a family. This amounted for the year 
In Freiburg alone to $14,932. The tax 
Is collectcd by imperial law' in the 
whole Gorman Empire.

Receipts of the municipal pawnshop

Mcchaniccilty the Most Wonderiu 
Town in the World, But Cincinnali 
Observer Seos Problems Head. 


Probably no city in tho Avorld just 
now iS'inakiug such iU‘o.e:ross as Now 
York. 
Tho inotro])oris of the Weslorn 
world has long boon a jrroat city. AVith 
all ot* its grealnoss, it has boon and 
still is more or loss crudo. 
Nolwith- 
standing: its uiaunliloont buildings aud 
Its toominp:, busy population, tho Now 
York of tho past two dooados has al­ 
most invariably iniprossod tho thought­ 
ful visitor as a city in process of con- 
struotiou. 
The nucleus of the groat 
city was there, but the constant rush 
of building, of tunnel and bridge con- 
sti'uction, has mado it apparent that 
the even moderately completed city 
was still a droam of the future. 
Of course all great cities are con* 
stantly changing to a greater or loss 
degree. On this account no place Avhoro 
men reside in great numbers—save a 
city of tho dead—can really be regard­ 
ed as a completed 
work. 
As 
com- 
paroil with Now York, however, Lon­ 
don, Paris or Vienna seems amply 
rounded out and.linished. They chango 
a little. 
New York 
is 
constantly 
changing a great deal. 
Just now Now 
York is 
passing 
through the gi’oatost period of mechan­ 
ical development in lier history. 
The 
man who visits th» metropolis 
five 
years from now, after an absence of a 
decade, will 
scarcely 
recognize 
the 
place. The recently finished Subway is 
tc prove merely the first step iu a vast 
system of underground railroads which 
will stretch like a web under tho groat 
city. Two or more tunnels will carry 
passengers under the North 
River 
Others wdll do the same service for 
travelers between Manhattan 
Island 
and Brooklyn, 
With all this tunnel 
work, and with the new electric subur­ 
ban service which most of the railroads 
running out of Kew York are soon tc 
establish, it will not be long before it 
will be possible for the Avorkers oi 
New York to live in homes purchased 
at a reasonable figure twenty or thirty 
miles in the country, and still carry on 
their occupations in the city, with nc 
more time spent on the cars than the 
inhabitant of Harlem has devoted to 
the same purpose iu the recent past. 
Mechanically New York is already 
the most wondei'ful town in the world. 
It still has problems of politics aud art 
rather more formidable than those 
which confront the capitals of the Old 
World. Twenty years from now' there 
will still be plenty of work requiring 
courage and skill ahead of the people 
of New York. Probably the problems 
of the future will be far more subtle 
and hard to solve than the mechani* 
cal problems in which New Y^'orkers are 
so much interested to-day. All of hei 
tunnels and her bridges and her parki^ 
will not profit the 
greatest city in 
America a great deal if her political 
situation grows worse Instead of bettei 
while these great feats of finance and 
engineering are being performed. Th£ 
energy and courage with which the 
people of New York are meeting thoii 
present problems render justifiable tho 
hope and belief that the problems of 
the future will be met as energetically 
and as successfully^ as those of the 
past have been. 
New' Y*ork is a remarkable city, M^el’ 
worthy of the study and, in some re­ 
spects at least, the admiration of out­ 
siders. What will it be a century from 
now? The auestion is ons well W'orth 
the attention of those who like strenu­ 
ous exercise for their imagination.— 
Cincinnati Times-Star,

FINES OF MOTORISTS 


Rnorm oni Sntn« ContrlbuteA to tli« liftW 
b j Spoed Vicnclf. 
The tribute levied upon motorists by 
the magistrates of tho United Kingdom 
during liXM reached the enormous sum 
of £218.000, This amount avorasoa 
very nearly £ 1 0 per head for every car 
Astonishinsr as those figures are, It 
Is probable that when tho total of this 
year's finos can be made up it 'will 
tea oil well over £niX).000. 
Tho increase this year is due to the 
persistent manner iu which the police 
In many parts of the country, and espe­ 
cially in the southern counties, have 
pursued their campaign against motor 
cars by moans of traps. 
“The latest form of police trap is an 
electrical nrrangoment/’ says Stonson 
Cooke, Secretary of tho Automobile 
Association. “A piece of rope is almost 
buried across the road at the start of a 
measured 
furlong. 
When 
the car 
touches the rope it starts a timepiece. 
Another rope is laid at the end of the 
trap, and when the car touches this it 
stops the timepiece. This is tho most 
just and reliable form of trap, for it 
does not depend for its accuracy upon 
cheap stop Avatohes and unskilled po­ 
lice as timekeepers. 
“By the system of patrols which the 
Automobile Association has established 
many of the police traps have been 
completely 
nullified. 
At 
Guildford 
some time ago as much as £105 was 
taken in fines from motorists in one 
day. Now that our scouts are at work 
things are very different. 
“Ou two main roads, working two 
days a week, the patrols exercised the 
necessary restrain on 207 motor cars. 
But for the association’s efforts at least 
half of these would have been fined. 
We estimate that w'e save £100 a 
week ou each road/’—London Express.

The proposition favored by the al­ 
leged reformers who have so viciously 
attacked the proprietary medicine bus­ 
iness is that all family medicines shall 
be put under the ban of the law% and 
that no medicine shall be taken except 
on the prescription and that no one 
save a physician possessing certain 
qualifications as to diploma, etc., shall 
prescribe.

The rural fifty-three per cent, are 
not the only ones to be affected, how­ 
ever.

15,964,000 
families 
recorded in the last census thirty- 
three per cent, had annual incomes of 
$400 or less. The average number of 
persons to a family w'as five, so that 
a third of the families had incomcs 
of $80, or less, per individual, per 
year. 
To compel every one to throw away 
their home remedies and employ « 
physician for each ailment of every 
member of tho family w’ould be adding 
expense unnecessarily and increasing 
the difficulties that surround the prob­ 
lems of life. 
Only twenty per cent of the 15,904.« 
000 families in the United States had 
incomes of more than $ 1 2 0 0 annually 
for an average of five persons, only 
five per cent, had incomes of over 
$3000 per family. 
At a conservative 
estimate ninety-five per cent, of the 
people have “patent” medicines handy, 
for instant use when needed. 
This ninety-five per cent, cowld, if 
it desired, discard “patent” medicines 
without passage of laws and would 
do so but for one reason. That Is that
